In view of condi- 
tions in the United States and through- 
out the world, that is a record patriots 
will view with concern and pacifists, in- 
cluding Mr. Collins, with satisfaction.

Deadlocked Conferees 
to Meet Again Today 


Representative Collins late yesterday 
called Senator Reed on the telephone and 
asked that another meeting of the conferees 
on the Army bill be called. Senator Reed 
thereupon called a meeting for 10 o’clock 
this morning, June 25. 


Conferees on the Army bill were ap- 
parently deadlocked this week on the dis- 
puted officer cut. Odds, however, all 
point to retention of the two thousand 
officers removed by the House. 

With a strong vote of the Senate to 
back them up, the Senate conferees are 
expected to prevail and leave the officer 
strength unimpaired. Leaders of the 
Democratic party in the House are not 
interested in putting the cut through and 
it is expected that Representative Collins 
will have to either give in or take the 
matter back to the House, where his 
majority of ten on the cut is not likely to 
stand up. 

Managers for the House, consisting of 
Representatives Collins, Wright, Parks, 
Barbour, and Clague, met with Senators 
Reed, Jones, Cutting, Kendrick and Mc- 
Kellar on June 21, but before much was 
said, found themselves at an absolute 
impasse on the officer cut, both sides re 
fusing to consider compromise. 

From all that can be learned regard- 
ing the single meeting of the conferees 
on the Army appropriation bill it ap- 
pears that cordiality marked the dis- 
cussion up to the time the paragraph 
eliminating the pay for 2,000 active of- 
ficers was reached. Then Mr. Collins 
took the floor and ranted and stormed, 
while the Senate conferees and his 
House colleagues listened. 

Senator Reed quietly remarked when 
Collins concluded that it was obvious 
there was complete disagreement and 
suggested that a report to this effect 
be made to the two Houses and new 
instructions be obtained. Mr. Collins 
was disinclined to adopt this procedure, 
evidently realizing that the House would 
not support him a second time. 

Then Mr. Reed proposed that the re- 
maining items in the bill be discussed 
and the conferees return later to the 
question of the officer cut. With this, 
too, Mr. Collins disagreed. The con- 
ferees then adjourned. The Senate feels 
that it is for the House to ask another 
conference, and Mr. Collins argues that 
that should be the duty of Mr. Reed. 

It is believed in the inner circles of 
Congress that Mr. Collins plans to pro- 
pose a cut of 1,000 officers or even 500 
officers. Neither of these suggestions 
will appeal to the Senate. 

Should Mr. Collins be obdurute Sen- 
ator Reed will report a disagreement to 
the Senate and request the passage of 
a resolution authorizing the President 
to expend during the next fiscal year 
the same amount of money appropriated 
for the current fiscal year. As this 
would mean an increase over the amount 
authorized by the bill in conference it 
is clear the House would not approve 
in spite of favorable action by the Sen- 
ate, and would direct that the Senate 
amendment eliminating officer cuts be 
accepted. 

Senator Reed stated yesterday that 
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Navy Supply Bill Held Up 


Conferees on the Navy Appropriation 
bill had not yet come to an agreement 
on the points in controversy between the 
Senate and House late yesterday. An 
early settlement was looked for, how- 
ever. 

Managers for the two houses in the 
conference are: Senators Hale, Keyes, 
Bingham, Broussard, and Trammell and 
Representatives, Ayres, Oliver, of Ala., 
Douglas of Ariz., French and Taber. 

The conferees on the Naval Appro- 
priations bill met yesterday, Friday, 
and discussed the differences between 
the two Houses for nearly three hours. 

No final agreement was reached on 
any of the items in dispute. The con- 
ferees adjourned to meet again probably 
today, Saturday. 





Agree on Economy Measures 


In addition to being involved in the 
disputed furlough and pay freeze provi- 
sos in the Economy bill, the services are 
affected by a number of provisions which 
were agreed upon in conference. 

Travel allowances are reduced during 
the fiscal year 1933. This is done by 
suspending the payment of mileage to 
officers and providing in lieu thereof 

“that such officers shall be entitled to 
allowances for travel only as provided for 
civilian employees of the Government, and 
the Subsistence Expense Act of 1926, as 
modified by this act, and by the Act of 
February 14, 1931.” 

Under this officers who would receive 
mileage will receive per diem allowances 
at a rate not in excess of $5.00 a day 
within the continental limits of the 
United States and $6.00 a day without. 
Allowances to Air Corps officers on 
flights, to officers on duty with the Na- 
tional Guard, and any other allowances 
other than mileage, probably are not af- 
fected. By extending the Act of Feb. 14, 
1931, to apply to the services, allowances 
for travel by automobile or motorcycle 
in certain specially authorized cases may 
be allowed. 

Permanent legislation was provided 
limiting the transportation of privately 
owned automobiles, as follows: 

“Hereafter, no law or regulation authoriz- 
ing or permitting the transportation at Gov- 
ernment expense of the effects of officers, 
employees or other persons, shall be con- 
strued or applied as including or authoriz- 
ing the transportation of an automobile: 
Provided, That not more than $5,000 in any 
fiscal year may be expended for such pur- 
poses by the War Department, and not more 
than $5,000 in any fiscal year by the Navy 
Department.” 

According to the estimates of the two 
departments, the Army is not affected, 
as most of the transportation of automo- 
biles is done by transports. It will, how- 
ever, curtail the movement of privately 
owned automobiles of Naval personnel, 
as several hundred thousand dollars has 
formerly been used for this purpose. 

Another provision of the measure pro- 
vides: 

“The President is authorized, during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1933, to restrict 
the transfer of officers and enlisted men of 
the military and naval forces from one post 
or station to another post or station to the 
greatest extent consistant with the public 
interest.” 

To what extent this authorization will 
be used, is not yet determined. 
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Forced Furloughs For 
Services Hard Problem 


The revamped furlough plan for gov- 
ernment employes was approved by the 
House of Representatives Monday, June 
20, and sent to the Senate for concur- 


rence. 

After a discussion of technical details 
the Senate yesterday, June 24, sent the 
bill back to conference. 

In its new form, as in its old, the 
plan amounts to a cut in pay of 83 per 
cent for all officers of the uniformed ser- 
vices. The enlisted personnel are not 
affected by the furlough portions of the 
plan. 

Under it all rights to annual leave 
of absence during the fiscal year 1933 
are suspended and in its place the of- 
ficers will be forced to take a leave of 
absence without pay, but with allow- 
ances which are not affected by the bill, 
“for one calendar month, for which pur- 
pose 24 working days (counting Satur- 
days as one-half day) shall be consid- 
ered as the equivalent of one calendar 
month.” 

Retired pay will be cut a flat 8.3 per 
cent. 

The bill is generally interpreted to 
mean that no accumulated leave may be 
used during the coming year. 


Subject to interpretation by the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, it is assumed that 
the use of the words “annual leave” 
means that graduation leave, academic 
leave, detached service are not affected. 


The provision suspending “automatic 
increases in compensation by reason of 
length of service or promotion” during 
the coming fiscal year remain unchanged 
and was agreed upon in the text as 
published on page 829 in the Army and 
Navy Journal of April 30. This pro- 
vision prevents officers from going into 
new pay periods or from receiving any 
“fogies” which may be credited to them 
after the beginning of the fiscal year. 
It is not clear whether or not this sec- 
tion applies to enlisted men’s longevity 
pay and increases due to promotion. It 
is probable that a ruling from the Comp- 
troller General will be asked on this 
phase. 

The furlough provisions as revamped 
by the House follow: 

Furlough Provisions 

Sec. 101. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933— 

(a) The days of work of a per diem offi- 
cer or employee receiving compensation at 
a rate which is equivalent to more than 
$1,000 per annum shall not exceed five in any 
one week, and the compensation for five days 
shall be ten-elevenths of that payable for 
a week’s work of five and one-half days: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as modifying the method 
of fixing the daily rate of compensation of 
per diem officers or employees as new aifth- 
orized by law: Provided further, That where 
the nature of the duties of a per diem offi- 
cer or employee render it advisable, the pro- 
visions of subsection (b) may be applied in 
lieu of the provisions of this subsection. 

(b) Bach officer or employee receiving 
compensation on an annual basis at the rate 
of more than $1,000 per annum shall be fur- 
loughed without compensation for one cal- 
endar month, or for such periods ag shall 
in the aggregate be equivalent to one calen- 
dar month, for which latter purpose 24 
working days (counting Saturdays as one- 
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American Press Decidedly Against Immediate Independence for Philippines 


Proposed plans for granting independence to the Philippines have received 
considerable attention throughout the country, with editorial comment decidedly 
against any immediate action. Prediction is made that severance of the islands 
from the United States in the present state of world economic conditions would 
prove fatal to the Filipinos, and while of benefit to some American farmers, would 
be an exceedingly unwise step. Other papers condemn the proposed independence 
as a property loss to the American people, while stil] others view with alarm the 
political effects of such a step. 





“A few weeks ago the sponsors in the Senate and its lobbies for the Hawes- 
Cutting Philippine independence bill were confident that when their ingenious 
double-edged measure came up for discussion they could bring it to a vote and 
pass it as easily as the Hare bill was passed in the lower house,” states the New 
York Herald-Tribune, “* * * It did not come to a vote because its champions lost 
their assurance. * * * The fundamental purposes of the bill are to please a few 
interests by cheating the American out of an enormously valuable property through 
an unconstitutional process and to repudiate this country’s obligations to the 
Filipinos out of deference to the clamor of a few of their politicians. * * * It is 
devoutly to be hoped * * * that the next we hear of it will be an honest proposal 
to give the islands lasting stability under the American flag.” 





“Insurmountable argument may be marshaled against any independence bill 
that might be brought forward at this time,” says the Washington Post. “Conditions 
in the Far East are about as unsettled as they could be short of open war. The 
Philippines have been struck by the world-wide depression and are not in an 
economic position to undertake the responsibilities of nationhood.” 





“If the Filipinos were asked whether they desire independence,” avers the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, “there would hardly be a negative answer. All people 
want to be independent. But for the “Filipinos it will be a very practical matter. 
* © * The Filipinos wants independence today largely because he does not know 
what it is going to do to him. And the island politicians do not want him to find 
out. They say it is better to starve in freedom than to prosper as an adjunct of the 
United States. A test might change their views.” 


, 





Idealists and theorists may approve the present independence movement,” 
comments the Providence Journal. “But hard-headed practical persons look askance 
at it. Moreover, we would venture a guess that a considerable proportion of all 
the informed idealists favor indefinite prolongation of American contro] of the 


islands.” . 
“For several years,” declares the Christian Science Monitor, “idealists who 


used to favor Philippine independence have been changing their position. Formerly, 
arguing from the basis of self-determination, they could not see why the Filipinos 





should be denied their freedom when the whole tendency of international relations 
encouraged national aspirations. But the facts of the case have now persuaded 
many of them to seek a position grounded in the responsibility of trusteeship. 





“In the old days ‘trusteeship’ was a fahcy word which cloaked bare-faced 
exploitation in the interest of the trustees. The duty was euphemistically called 
‘the white man’s burden.’ Came the idea of the mandate, which, in the apt phrase 
of Prof. William Ernest Hocking of Harvard, in his new book, ‘The Spirit of World 
Politics,’ is ‘a colony with an international conscience.’ The last two words explain 
the transformation in the idealist’s approach. * * * The new tenet of trusteeship 
has a peculiar application to the Philippines. For the result of the American 
connection has been to tie the islands to the United States with an economic bond 
which if released by any other process than by a steady course of preparation would 
leave the islands economically adrift.” 





“All parties recognize the present special agitation as due to economic cause,” 
states the Boston Herald. “Both the House and the Senate committee discuss the 
results of twenty-five years of free trade between the islands and the United States, 
and the development of Philippines trade on that basis. Both refer to the demands 
of the American farmer for protection against unrestricted free entry of competitive 
Filipino products. * * * The moral issue of the Philippines has thus become entangled 
with economic considerations.” 





“Before consideration of the measures providing independence of the Philippines 
is completed,” comments the Baltimore Sun, “one may hope that there will be some 
measure of single-minded thought on what is best for the Filipinos. * * * If the 
Philippines wish their freedom, and that seems clear, then they are entitled to it; 
but this country is obligated, after all these years of control, to see that there is 
yy transition, with every attention to both the political and economic welfare 
of the islands.” 





“It is proposed in the Hare bill freeing the Philippines in eight years from now 
that the United States shall retain a naval station in the islands as it does in Cuba,” 
the Chicago Tribune states. “In the case of Ouba it also retains certain supervisory 
privileges intended to prevent the development of situations which might be danger- 
ous to the American stake in the Caribbean. Cuba is close enough to the United 
States to make this arrangement operable. 

“In the Philippines the United States already has surrendered, in the Pacific 
treaties, the right to make its military position in the islands sound and defensible. 
This weakness is covered so far as it can be by the fact that the United States can 
control the acts of the Filipinos. If it is proposed to retain an insured military 
base without authority over a people independent to make their own international 
complications the least that can be said of that situation is that it contains the 
most precarious outpost a nation ever undertook to maintain. The American 
position in Shanghai was stronger because there America at least had company.”

half day) shall be considered as the equiva- 
lent of one calendar month: Provided, That 
where the nature of the duties of any such 
officer or employee render it advisable, the 
provisions of subsection (a) may be applied 
in Meu of the provisions of this subsection: 
Provided further, That no officer or em- 
ployee shall, without his consent, be fur- 
loughed under this subsection for more than 
five days in any one calendar month: Pro- 
vided further, That the rate of compensation 
of any employee furloughed under the pro- 
visions of this act shall not be reduced by 
reason of the action of any wage board dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1933. 

(c) If the application of the provisions 
of subsections (a) and (b) to any officer 
or employee would reduce his rate of com- 
pensation to less than $1,000 per annum, such 
provisions shall be applied to him only to 
the extent necessary to reduce his rate of 
compensation to $1,000 per annum. 

Sec. 102. No officer or employee shall be 
exempted from the provisions of subsections 
(a) and (b) of section 101, except in those 
eases where the public service requires that 
the position be continuously filled and a 
suitable su stitute can not be provided, and 
then only when authorized or approved in 
writing by the President of the United 
States. The Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget shall report to Congress on the first 
Monday in December in 1932 and 1933 the 
exemptions madé under this section, divided 
according to salary, grade, and class. 

Sec. 108. All rights now conferred or auth- 
orized to be conferred by law upon any 
officer or employee to receive annual leave 
of absence with pay are hereby suspended 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1933. 

Definitions 

Sec. 104. When used in this title— 

(a) The terms “officer” and “employee” 
mean any person rendering services in or 
under any branch or service of the United 
States Government or the government of the 
District of Columbia, but do not include (1) 
officers whose compensations may not, under 
the Constitution, be diminished during their 
continuance in office; (2) Senators, Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, Delegates, and Resi- 
dent Commissioners; (3) officers and em- 
ployees on the rolls of the Senate and House 
of Representatives; (4) carriers in the rural 
mail delivery service; (5) officers and mem- 
bers of the police department of the District 
of Columbia, of the fire department of the 
District of Columbia, of the United States 
park police in the District of Columbia, and 
of the White House police; (6) teachers in 
the public schools of the District of Co- 
lumbia; (7) public officials and employees 











whose compensation is derived from assess- 
ments on banks and/or is not paid from 
the Federal Treasury; (8) the enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Coast Guard, and 
Marine Corps; (9) postmasters and postal 
employees of post offices of the first, second, 
and third classes whose salary or allow- 
ances are based on gross receipts, and post- 
masters of the fourth class; (10) any per- 
son in respect of any office, position, or em- 
ployment the amount of compensation of 
which is expressly fixed by international 
agreement; and (11) any person in respect 
of any office, position, or employment the 
compensation of which is paid under the 
terms of any contract in effect on the date 
of the enactment of this act, if such com- 
pensation may not lawfully be reduced. 

(b) The term “compensation” means any 
salary, pay, wage, allowance (except allow- 
ances for subsistence, quarters, heat, light, 
and travel), or other emolument for services 
rendered in any civilian or noncivilian of- 
fice, position or employment; and includes 
the retired pay of judges and the retired 
pay of all commissioned and other person- 
nel of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the 
Lighthouse Service, and the Public Health 
Service and the retired pay of all commis- 
sioned and other personnel (except enlisted) 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard; but does not include the active or 
retired pay of the enlisted personnel of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard; and does not include payments out 
of any retirement, disability or relief fund 
made up wholly or in part of contributions 
of employees. 

(ec) In the case of any office, position or 
employment the compensation for which is 
calculated on a piece-work, hourly or per 
diem basis the rate of compensation per 
annum shall be held to be the total amount 
which would be payable for the regular 
working hours and on the basis of 307 work- 
ing days, or the number of working days 
on the basis of which such compensation is 
calculated, whichever is the greater. 

Compensation Reductions 

Sec. 105. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933— 

(a) The salaries of the Vice President 
and the Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives are reduced by 15 per cent and the 
salaries of Senators, Representatives in Con- 
gress, Delegates and Resident Commission- 
ers are reduced by 10 per cent. 

(b) The allowances for clerk hire of Rep- 
resentatives in Congress, Delegates and Res- 
ident Commissioners is reduced. by 81/3 per 
cent, such reduced allowance to be appor- 
tioned by the Representative, Delegate or 
Resident Commissioner among his clerks .as 
he may determine, subject to the limitations 
of existing law, but the compensation of 





such clerks shall not be subject to reduc- 
tion under subsection (c) of this section. 

(c) The rate of compensation of any per- 
son on the rolls of the Senate or of the 
House of Representatives (other than per- 
sons included within subsection (a), if such 
compensation is at a rate of more than 
$1,000 per annum, is reduced by 81/3 per 
cent, except that, if the rate of compensa- 
tion is $10,000 or more, such rate shall be 
reduced by 10 per cent. 

(d) In the case of the following persons 
the rate of compensation is reduced as fol- 
lows: If more than $1,000 per annum but 
less than $10,000 per annum, 81/3 per cent; 
if $10,000 per annum or more, but less than 
$12,000 per annum, 10 per cent; if $12,000 
per annum or more, but less than $15,000 per 
annum, 12 per cent; if $15,000 per annum 
or more, but less than $20,000 per annum, 
15 per cent; if $20,000 or more, 20 per cent: 

(1) Persons exempted, under section 102, 
from the provisions of subsections (a) and 
(b) of section 101; 

(2) Carriers in the rural mail delivery ser- 
vice, but in the case of such carriers the term 
“compensation” shall not include the allow- 
ance for equipment maintenance; 

(3) Officers and members of the police de- 
partment of the District of Columbia, of the 
fire department of the District of Columbia, 
of the United States park police in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and of the White House 
police ; 

(4) Teachers in the public schools of the 
District of Columbia; 

(5) Postmasters and postal employees of 
post offices of the first, second and third 
classes whose salaries or allowances are 
based on gross postal receipts, and post- 
masters of the fourth class; 

(6) Officers and employees (as defined in 
section 104 (a) occupying positions the na- 
ture of the duties and periods of work of 
which make it impracticable to apply the 
provisions of subsections (a) and (b) of 
section 101; and 

(7) Officers and employees (as defined in 
section 104 (a), not otherwise provided for 
in this section, to whom the provisions of 
subsections (a) and (b) of section 101 do 
not apply. 

(e) Subsections (c) and (d) of this sec- 
tion shall not operate (1) so as to reduce 
any rate or compensation to less than $1,000 
per annum, or (2), so as to reduce the rate 
of compensation of any of the postmasters 
or postal employees provided for in para- 
graph (5) of subsection (d) of this section 
to a rate which is less than 912/3 per cent 
of his average rate of compensation during 
the calendar year 1931. 


Retired Pay 
See. 106. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933, the retired pay of all judges 
(except judges whose compensation may not, 








under the Constitution, be diminished during 
their continuance in office) and the retired 
pay of all commissioned and other personnel 
(except enlisted) of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, Lighthouse Service and the Public 
Health Service shall be reduced as follows: 
If more than $1,000 per annum, but less than 
$10,000 per annum, 81/3 per cent; of $10,000 
per annum or more, but less than $12,000 
per annum, 10 per cent; if $12,000 per an- 
num or more, but less than $15,000 
per annum, 12 per cent; if $15,000 per an- 
num or more, but less than $20,000 per 
annum, 15 per cent; if $20,000 per annum 
or more, 20 per cent. This section shall not 
operate so as to reduce any rate of retired 
pay to less than $1,000 per annum. 


Officials of the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps have been struggling all week 
with the provisions of the furlough plan 
as rewritten in the House of Represent- 
atives, 

The administrative difficulties in con- 
nection with the operation of an en- 
forced furlough plan, pay deductions 
being made as leave is taken through- 
out the year, are manifold. The diffi- 
culties and hardships of working such 
a system on foreign duty stations and 
with the fleet at sea and on Asiatic 
Station are evident. 

To overcome some of these objections 
the War Department made an effort to 
have incorporated in the bill authority 
to make a deduction in each officer's 
pay of 8.3 per cent throughout the year, 
thus spreading out over the 12 months 
the pay authorized for 11 months and 
then to let the officers take their 30 
days at times throughout the year con- 
venient to them and not in conflict with 
their military or naval duties. 

Lacking specific authority of law to 
administer the plan in this manner, 
many doubt whether it could be done. 
It is safe to say that a great deal of 
stuiy will be given to the subject and 
if that system can be put into effect 
it will. 

The suspension of all annual leave 
and rights to the accrued leave during 
the coming year is fraught with many 
complications. A number of officers are 
now on leave, some in Europe, which 
leave was issued to them some time ago 
and extends into the next fiscal year.

Army War College Graduation 


Endorsement of President Hoover’s 
suggestion to the Disarmament Confer- 
ence as “splendid and practical” was 
given by the Hon. F. Trubee Davison, 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air, in 
addressing the graduating class at the 
Army War College yesterday, June 24. 

“We cannot be too daring in thought,” 
Mr. Davison said, “at the same time we 
must not let our imagination run wild 
to the point where we develop over-en- 
thusiastic military ideas. Ours is not a 
military nation and our Army is not an 
organization meant for offense. Its func- 
tion is purely to defend. We all read 
the splendid and practical suggestion 
submitted by President Hoover to the 
disarmament conference and we all sin- 
cerely hope that other leading nations 
will accept his suggestion and bring 
about the armament reductions for which 
a heavily taxed world is praying.” 

“The mission of the War College,” the 
Assistant Secretary pointed out, “is to 
foster knowledge essential to the conduct 
of modern war. Without coordinated 
and painstakingly technical thought we 
face confusion. Without vision we need- 
lessly contract the boundaries of what 
is possible. Both processes have their 
pitfalls. On the one side lies tactical 
and strategic sterility. On the other 
stands the unreal world of dreams and 
hallucinations. 

“If we had no vision could we have 
placed four million men under arms and 
two million in France in 1918? If we 
had not been practical could we have 
pushed through the Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensive? Success or failure is contained 
not in the separate existence but in the 
balancing of those two quantities, merely 
another instance that war is essentially 
an art and not entirely susceptible to the 
application of rigid scientific method. 
I feel that I am qualified to speak on 
this question of the balance between 
imagination and practicability, because 
it bears with special emphasis on the 
work of that portion of the War Depart- 
ment with which I am associated. We 
have not hesitated to think in terms of 
airplanes that travel with the speed of 
sound, hundreds of miles per hour. We 
have visioned tactical formations and 
aerial combat in the stratosphere. We 
have opened our minds to the concept 
of the trans-oceanic plane. We still keep 
these ideas before us. We have not 
achieved them; they may never be 
achieved. But in their pursuit we have 
managed to double the speed of the mili- 
tary plane, to double its ceiling and 
greatly to increase its radius of action.”

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Ammunition Wagons 


Orders have recently been placed by 
the Ordnance Department for the pur- 
chase of three ammunition wagons of 
three different types. These wagons are 
all of the 5th wheel steering type with 
pneumatic tires, and  semi-elliptical 
springs. They are provided with inter- 
changeable drawbars for motor draft 
and with standard horse draft equip- 
ment. 

The Ammunition Wagon, T2, is de- 
signed to transport 96 rounds of ammu- 
nition for the 75 mm Gun, M1897 in 
fiber containers secured in bundles of 
six rounds by means of Signode bands. 
This vehicle is a commercial develop- 
ment designed to replace the Ammuni- 
tion Wagon, T1, developed in the Ist 
Cavalry Division at Ft. Bliss. It weighs, 
empty, about 1,500 pounds; loaded, 3,- 
900 pounds. 

The Ammunition Wagon, T3, is simi- 
lar to the T2 except that it is much 
lighter. It is designed to transport 66 
rounds of ammunition for the 75 mm 
Howitzer in fiber containers secured in 
bundles of six rounds by means of Sig- 
node bands. This vehicle is intended to 
serve for transporting ammunition for 
the experimental 75 mm Howitzer unit 
being manufactured for test in the Cav- 
alry Division. It weighs empty about 
1,000 pounds; loaded, 2,500 pounds. 

The Ammunition Wagon, T4, has a 
frame which is dropped over the rear 
axle giving a very low loading height. 
It is designed to carry 108 rounds of 
ammunition for the 75 mm Gun, M1897 
secured as described above. This is a 
commercial development designed to re- 
place the 75 mm limber and caisson. It 
weighs empty about 1,600 pounds; load- 
ed, 4,350 pounds. This vehicle can also 
earry 57 rounds of ammunition for the 
105 mm Howitzer, M1 in fibre contain- 
ers secured in three-round packages by 
means of Signode bands. Or it can carry 
about 24 rounds of 155 mm Howitzer 
ammunition. The details for carrying 
this have not been worked ont.

Favor Less Enlisted Pilots 


The Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs on June 21 favorably reported H. 
R. 6599, which would reduce the num- 
ber of enlisted pilots in the Navy from 
not less than 30 per cent to not less 
than 20 per cent of the total number of 
pilots. 

Under the measure, which was initiat- 
ed in the Navy Department, the limiting 
figure could be waived whenever in the 
judgment of the Secretary of the Navy 
sufficient enlisted pilots are not avail- 
able. 

A bill, H.R. 6735, to authorize the 
Secretary of the Navy to fix the clothing 
allowance for Navy enlisted men was 
also reported, together with S. 4381, 
which would authorize Lt. Morris Smel- 
low, USN, to transfer to the Supply 
Corps of the Navy. 
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Commended for Safety Record 


The Major General Commandant of 
the Marine Corps has sent a letter of 
commendation to Maj. Ross BE. Rowell, 
USMC, for the notable record made dur- 
ing the current fiscal year by his com- 
mand, the Aircraft Squadrons, West 
Coast Expeditionary Force, Naval Air 
Station, San Diego, Calif. That aviation 
force made 8,315 flights with a total 
flying time of 8,084.20 flying hours dur- 
ing the year without a serious crash. 

The letter of commendation states: 

“Such a record could have been made 
only by comscientious and persistent ef- 
fort on your part, as Commanding Of- 
ficer of those squadrons, and the Major 
General Commandant congratulates you 
on this excellent demonstration of safe 
flying.” 

Major Rowell was in command of the 
Aircraft Squadrons, West Coast Expedi- 
tionary Force, based at San Diego, 
Calif., from August 22, 1929, until May 
22, 1982, when he was transferred to 
duty at Quantico, Va., in command of 
the Aircraft Squadrons, East Coast Ex- 
peditionary Force. 





Limit Engineering Manuals 

In order to effect further savings, the 
Bureau of Engineering has curtailed the 
number of Manuals of Engineering In- 
structions allowed to ships and stations 
of the Navy. A circular letter has been 
sent, out to the service fixing the allow- 
ances of the forces afloat and ashore, 
and directing the return of Mapuals in 
excess of these allotments. 

The allowance of Manuals, it is 
stated, contemplates their use as office 
copies and the commanding or senior 
officer of each unit will be charged with 
them and with the responsibility of 
maintaining copies corrected to date. 
Manuals are not intended as personal 
copies to be kept in the custody of indi- 
viduals but are to be used as any other 
book of reference. 

A previous letter brought about a 50 
per cent reduction in the number of 
manuals outstanding, when this rule was 
placed into effect, but as the recommen- 
dations of ships and stations as to the 
number of office copies of the Manual 
needed were complied with, it became 
apparent that personal copies for each 
officer were being obtained. Under the 
new allowances set by the Bureau only 
the number believed necessary for refer- 
ence is to be allowed, which will effect 
a reduction in the number issued by 
about 15 per cent. Requests for an in- 
crease or decrease in the allowance may 
be made by a° commanding or senior 
officer, it is stated.

The Secretary of the Navy has 
awarded special letters of commendation 
to two commissioned officers and five 
non-commissioned officers of the Marine 
Corps for service in Nicaragua.

Major Wynn and Lieutenant Megee, 
the department announced, were com- 
mended for service as aviation observers 
participating in an aerial flight serving 
as members of the Marine Corps forces 
operating in the Republic of Nicaragua. 
On June 19, 1930, an airplane patrol en- 
countered and developed a hostile group 
of bandits, estimated at from two to six 
hundred, under Sandino, on Saraguasa 
Mountain. The observers in planes, with 
courage and skill, attacked with machine 
gun fire, and though over perilous jungle 
and under constant enemy rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire, they continued to attack 
until their ammunition was exhausted. 
As a result of this contact the bandits 
suffered many casualties were forced to 
retire, and organized banditry was dealt 
a severe blow. 

The non-commissioned officers, who 
served as aviation mechanics during this 
encounter with Sandino’s forces, were 
commended for the courage and skil’ 
with which they attacked the bandit 
group with machine gun fire, though over 
perilous jungle and under constant en- 
emy rifle and machine gun fire, until 
their ammunition was exhausted. 





Nicaraguan Bandit Skirmish 


Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC, 
commanding the Nicaraguan National 
Guard Detachment, reported to the De- 
partment that Guardia patrols had had 
two contacts with bandit groups in the 
vicinity of Matagalpa on the 15th and 
17th of June.

Arms Reduction Proposal 


The White House statement announc- 
ing President Hoover’s proposals to the 
Geneva conference on the limitation of 
armaments follows, in part: 

“‘I propose that the following principles 
should be our guide: 

“‘First: The Kellogg-Briand Pact, to 
which we are all signatories, can only mean 
that the nations of the world have agreed 
that they will use their arms solely for 
defense. 

“‘Seeond: This reduction should be car- 
ried out not only by broad general cuts 
in armaments but by increasing the com- 
parative power of defense through decreases 
in the power of the attack. 

“‘Third: The armaments of the world 
have grown up in general mutual relation 
to each other. And, speaking generally, such 
relativity should be preserved in making 
reductions. 

“‘Fourth: The reductions must be real 
and positive. They must effect economic re- 
lief. 

“ ‘Fifth: There are three problems to deal 
with—land forces, air forces and naval 
forces. They are all interconnected. No 
part of the proposals which I make can be 
disassociated one from the other. 

“‘*Based on these principles, I propose 
that the arms of the world should be re- 
duced by nearly one-third. 

“‘Land Forces—In order to reduce the 
offensive character of all land forces as 
distinguished from their defensive charac- 
ter, I propose the adoption of the represen- 
tation already made at the Geneva confer- 
ence for the abolition of all tanks, all chemi- 
eal warfare and all large mobile guns. 

“‘This would not prevent the establish- 
ment or increase of fixed fortifications of 
any character for the defense of frontiers 
and seacoasts. It would give an increased 
relative strength to such defenses as com- 
pared with the attack. 

“‘I propose furthermore that there should 
be a reduction of one-third in strength of 
all land. armies over and above the so-called 
police component. 

“‘The land armaments of many nations 
are considered to have two functions. One 
is the maintenance of internal order in con- 
nection with the regular peace forces of the 
country. The strength required for this 





purpose has been called the “police compo- 
nent.” 

“‘The other function is defense against 
foreign attack. The additional strength re- 
quired for this purpose has been called the 
“defense component.” While it is not sug- 
gested that these different components 
should be separated, it is necessary to con- 
sider this contention as to functions in 
proposing a practical plan of reduction in 
land forces. 

“Onder the Treaty of Versailles and the 
other peace treaties, the armies of Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, and Bulgaria were re- 
duced to a size deemed appropriate for the 
maintenance of internal order, Germany be- 
ing assigned 100,000 troops for a population 
of approximately 65,000,000 people. I pro- 
pose that we should accept for all nations a 
basis police component of soldiers propor- 
tionate to the average which was thus al- 
lowed Germany and these other States. 

“*This formula, with necessary corrections 
for powers having colonial possessions, 
should be sufficient to provide for the main- 
tenance of internal order by the nations of 
the world. Having analyzed these two com- 
ponents in this fashion, I propose, as stated 
above, that there should be a reduction of 
one-third in the strength of all land armies 
over and above the police components. 

“‘Air Forces.—All bombing planes to be 
abolished. This will do away with the mili- 
tary possessions of types of planes capable 
of attacks upon civil populations and should 
be coupled with the total prohibition of all 
bombardment from the air. 

“‘*Naval Forces.—I propose that the treaty 
number and tonnage of battleships shall be 
reduced by one-third; that the treaty ton- 
nage of aircraft carriers, cruisers and de- 
stroyers shall be reduced by one-fourth; 
that the treaty tonnage of submarines shall 
be reduced by one-third, and that no nation 
shall retain a submarine tonnage greater 
than 35,000.’ ”

WITH THE LOYALTY WHICH always has characterized the Army, the Navy 
and the Marine Corps, the officers of the Services will accept the serious slash in their 
compensation made by the several bills enacted during the closing session of Con- 
gress. In so doing, they will rely upon the sense of justice of the American people 
to make readjustments the moment the depression begins to lift. We must not 
forget in this connection the wise words of George Washington, whose bi-centenary 
we are celebrating: 

. .. There are no other possible means to obtain them (good officers), but by 
establishing your Army upon a permanent footing and giving your officers good 
pay. This will induce gentlemen and men of character to engage. . . . They ought 
to have such allowances as will enable them to live like and support the character 
of gentlemen, and not be driven by scanty pittance to the low and dirty arts which 
many of them practive to filch from the public, more than the difference of pay 
would amount to upon an ymple allowance. Besides something is due to the man 
who puts his life in your hands, hazards his health and foresakes the sweets of 
domestic enjoyment. There is nothing that gives a man consequence and renders 
him fit for command like a support that renders him independent of everybody but 
the State he serves.” 

Written of his situation in the dark days of the Revolution, Washington 
expressed experience. What he said then is true today. Men must have the means 
to represent decently the country whose commissions they bear. Men on the retired 
list, for whose care the Government contracted, must likewise be adequately pro- 
vided for; denial to them would cause apprehension of denial to those now in 
active service. The country must not forget that Congress cannot discriminate. 
The laws enacted protect the active enlisted force; they must be amended to pro- 
tect the commissioned personnel, and that comprehends both the active and retired 
lists. 





WITH WISE AND FAR-SEEING statesmanship, President Hoover has pre- 
sented a comprehensive plan of armaments reduction to the powers of the world. 


' That it will be accepted even in part is extremely doubtful, and yet it is obviously 


in the interest of the debt-ridden people of Europe and the Far East. That it would 
mean no substantial reduction either of the American Army or Navy; that in fact 
it would permit an increase of the former and a more rounded force for the latter, 
will be argued as a reason for rejection. The answer, of course, is that our Army 
at present is negligible in comparison with those of other lands, and the naval 
ratio nearer 7-5-5 instead of 5-5-3. In other words, our people, of their own voli- 
‘tion, are permitting our strength to remain stable or to decrease while foreign 
governments, of their own volition, are feverishly increasing their armaments. 
Probably “in principle’ the Hoover plan will be accepted, and then the tortuous 
methods incident to the formulation of details will be employed to precipitate its 
failure. Should this happen, should the Geneva Conference refuse to accept the 
American proposal, there will be left but one course for the United States to pur- 
sue—to place the Navy upon that parity at sea which is proclaimed to be the aim 
of the Republican Party, and to provide the Army with the 14,000 officers and 
165,000 men, as well as the Reservists, as called for by the National Defense Act. 





THE JAPANESE GOVERNMENT, through Viscount Ishii, made an announce- 
ment and gave a warning to the United States this week, which no statesman can 
afford to disregard. It proclaimed what in effect is a Monroe doctrine for Asia 
and, under honeyed words, it conveyed the threat of war against American oppo- 
sition to Japanese expansion in the Far East. It is possible that Mr. Hoover, in 
proposing a cut of one-third in international armaments, sought to answer the 
Japanese declaration; for insufficient American forces could not interfere with 
Japanese activities in the sphere selected for them. With an increasing population 
which must be provided for, with the threat of Soviet Russia on the northwest, 
and the obstinate opposition of America to the East, with China in revolution, 
Japan may feel that she cannot reduce her land and naval forces. Provided Japan 
supports the principles of the integrity of and the open door in China, this coun- 
try will have no ground for objection to a policy similar to the Monroe doctrine. 
Indeed, our interests would welcome it under the conditions named. But that policy 
must not be used for exploitation by Japan, and herein lies the danger and per- 
haps is the reason for the Ishii threat. No sane American wants war with Japan ; 
it would be ruinous to one and destructive to the other. We shall hope that 
Japanese and American statesmanship will evolve solutions of the irritating ques- 
tions which the activities of the Tokyo Government are provoking. 





THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE American Merchant Marine is a matter of 
great importance to our national defense. That it has proceeded with wise and 
cautious promotion and direction is clear to any one familiar with the facts in 
connection with construction and the establishment and maintenance of sea routes. 
History will give the credit for this achievement to the Presidents Harding, Cool- 
idge and Hoover, who are responsible for the policies pursued, and to Terence V. 
O'Connor, who as Vice Chairman and Chairman of the United States Shipping 
Board, served under them and executed their instructions. The Senate has just 
confirmed Mr. O’Connor’s nomination for another term of six years. Thus is 
assured a continuity of policy and of a thorough understanding of American mer- 
chant needs upon the sea. It is a prospect the American people can regard with 
complacent satisfaction.

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The Geneva Prepesal—Analysis of the proposals made this week by President 
Hoover, summarized elsewhere in this issue, should serve to emphasize to the 
pacifist element in this country the low points at which the defence forces of this 
nation are maintained. 

In Mr. Hoover’s own words: 

“Our Army, including the National Guard and all other reserves, has already 
been reduced much below the European standard ‘police component.’ It therefore 
would not be further decreased in strength but we would join in the abolition of 
tanks, bombing planes, chemical warfare and large mobile land guns. 

“Our Navy is not yet built up to the parity and strength provided for it in 
the treaties. is proposal, while relieving other nations of great costs of mainte- 
nance, would also relieve us of a large part of the building program under discus- 
sion in Congress designed to enable us to reach our treaty strength. 

“It would not interfere with present construction and in the ordinary course 
would not result in reduction of personnel for two or three years.” 

As the President pointed out, his plan was approved by Secretary of War 
Hurley, Secretary of Navy Adams, General Douglas MacArthur, chief of staff, and 
Rear Admiral William V. Pratt, chief of naval operations. 

The German Army, under the principle, is to be used as a “yard stick” to be 
applied to active Federal Forces, exclusive of troops in colonial possessions. Our 
National Guard, for purposes of computing effectives, is accepted at the Disarma- 
ment Conference as being in the category of reserves, and the principle applies 
neither to it, to the Organized Reserves, or to the Federal or State police. 

With the German Army as a “yard stick” the following comparisons are inter-

If based on the ratio of population, the United States should have a Regular 
Army in Continental United States for police purposes only, approximately twice 
that of Germany and twice the size of our Regular Army today, or 200,000. 

If based on the ratio of wealth per capita, the strength should be 250,000. 

From the standpoint of area, a factor that cannot be overlooked in the exercise 
of police power, our Army would be 16 times the size of that of Germany. 

By application of any logical factor, therefore, the Regular Army of the United 
States should be increased to give it the police power that the Allies acceded to 
Germany by the Versailles Treaty. 

The Chemical Warfare Service in the United States Army is purely a labora- 
tory and is based on defense against the use of gas by an enemy. As long as there 
is one nation in the world not agreeing to a ban on gas, defensive measures will 
remaia necessary. 

As to tanks, while ther: are approximately 1,000 in stock they are of war-time 
manufacture and are rendered obsolete by newer developments. A few pilot models 
have been built, but funds for quantity production have never been granted. 

It is conceded that a ban on tanks would not affect armored cars, which in the 
discussions at Geneva have always been considered as distinct from tanks. 

The limitation on artillery probably would mean the banning of all mobile 
guns of 155 mm and greater and of all howitzers of 240 mm and greater. Under 
present organization these are the next sizes larger than the present divisional 
artillery of 75 mm guus aud 155 mm howitzers. 

One point of interest is the proposed banning of bombing planes as “offen- 
sive.” Strangely, bombing planes are less offensive and more defensive from the 
American standpoint than from the standpoint of any other nation in the world. 
For us they are almost purely for coast defense while for European nations they 
constitute a threat to continental neighbors. Many are prone to take the view that 
abolition of bombing planes would virtually sound the death knell of the organi- 
zation of independently acting air forces, for such forces, they maintain, are of 
necessity built around the bombers. 


ive James Urges Repeal of War-Time Rank Act—aA bill to repeal the 
war-time rank act and demote all officers promoted on the retired list in accord- 
atice with its provisions, was introduced this week by Representative W. Frank 
James of Michigan. 
resentative James, who introduced the bill he now seeks to repeal, declared 
that he had introduced the measure at the request of others and has always opposed 
it on principle. 

“The Miltary Committee took up this bill while I was at Walter Reed Hospital 
two years ago, thinking that I favored it,” he stated, “and pushed it through as 
a compliment to me. It went through without my knowledge or consent, and would 
never haye been passed had I been there. 

“Since then, a number of persons have come to me, asking my support for 
extensions of the act,” he continued. “With the idea that if I favored the original 
bili, I should favor their propogal. This should put me definitely on record 

inst it.” ee 
- “Then all you mean to do by this bill is to declare your stand,” he was asked. 

“ “No,” he answered emphatically, “I want to see it pass, and will push the 


matter next fall.” 


Army Retirements—Three officers of’the Army having reached the statutory age 
of 64 years during this month will be retired for age June 30. They are Col. Robert 
J. Fleming, Cav.; Col. Melville S. Jarvis, Inf., and Col. Howard R. Perry, Inf. 

Colonel Fleming was born in Ireland, June 6, 1868. He was appointed to the 
Military Academy from Michigan and was graduated and commissioned a second 
lieutenant of Cavalry June 12, 1891. He became a first lieutenant March 11, 1898; 
a captain in 1901; major, 1214; lieutenant colonel, 1916; colonel (temporary), 1917, 
and a colonel Jan. 23, 1920. Colonel Fleming, now on duty in the office of the 
Chief of Cavalry, has beer awarded two silver star citations; is on the General 
Staff Corps eligible list, and was graduated from the Army War College in 1916.

Marine Corps Promotion List Revision—Officers of the Marine Corps are much 
interested in the explanation given by Adjutant and Inspector Rufus Lane last week 
as to why Marine Corps Headquarters has repeatedly refused to submit the claim 
of the World War provisional officers to the Attorney General. Asked why the 
numerous applications that the Attorney General pass upon the legality of the 
action of the Navy Department in 1921 in displacing the 137 officers given perma- 
nent appointments and then inducting them into the service again when a large 
group of temporary officers were appointed, General Lane admitted the illegality 
of this action, officers contend. 

“There is no equity in the claim,” the General declared. “It is based entirely 
on technical legal grounds.” 

This statement, officers insirt, admits the legality of their claim, while at the 
same time waiving it aside by saying that the Marine Corps has decided that the 
law was wrong and so there is nothing more to be said about it. It is because 
Marine Corps Headquarters is afraid that the Attorney General will hold that the 
ruling of 1921 was illegal toat the requests for a decision have been refused, officers 
state. 

The contention of the 137 officers, who have sought a review of the action, is 
that they were given permanent appointments during the World War, yet after the 
war when the strength of the Marine Corps was increased and a large number of 
ex-officers and emergency officers were taken, their permanent status was stripped 
from them and they were given new appointments, in most cases below to the 
ex-officers and emergency officers who were then taken into the service. 

Failing to secure any aid within the Navy Department, the officers adversely 
affected have carried their plea to Congress, and it is expected that either the 
Attorney General will be asked for an opinion or that legislation will be sought 
in the matter. 





Approve Age-in-Grade Retirement for Naval Reserve—Recommendativons as to age- 
in-grade involtuntary retirement for officers of the Naval Reserve, submitted by 
the recent conference at the Navy Department, has been approved by the Bureau 
of Navigation. Legislation will be necessary to place the retirement plan into effect 
and will probably be sought at the next Congress. 

The opinion of the conference that there should be three precedence lists for 
officers, Fleet and Volunteer General Service officers on one list, Volunteer Special 
Service officers on one list and Merchant Marine Reserve officers on one list was 
approved by the Bureau. The recommendation that promotion for Merchant Marine 
officers shall be by meeting the specified requirements for enrollment in the Mer- 
chant Marine Reserve, and for the other classes according to existing regulations, 
was also approved. 

Approval was given to the following recommendation of the conference: 
“That the retirement age for Fleet and Volunteer General Service Officers shall be: 
Commodore and Captain, 64 years; Commander, 58 years; Lt. Comdr., 52 years; 
Lieutenant, 46 years; Lieut. (jg) and Ensign, 40 years; Warrant Officers, 64 years. 

“Officers of the Merchant Marine shall automatically be retired at 64 years of 
age. Whenever it becomes necessary to honorably discharge a Merchant Marine 
Reserve officer under now existing regulations he may be placed on the Honorary 
Retired List, provided he has had 15 years’ commissioned service in the Navy or 
Naval Reserve.” 

Recommendations for retirement ages for Volunteer Special Service officers and 
also for maximum appoinment or promotion ages were “approved in principle, 
subject to further study” by the Bureau of Navigation. 

Other recommendations, with the Bureau’s action, are given as follows: 

“That Section 19 of the Act of February 28, 1925, be amended providing for 
age in grade retirement.” . Bureau’s Comment: Approved in principle, but subject 
to further study. 

“That legislation be enacted for compensation and hospitalization for Reserves 
killed, injured or who contract illness while in the performance of duty, including 
drills.” Bureau’s Comment: Approved for those killed or injured only. 

“That total war personnel of the Navy be determined and as Regular Navy is 
reduced, the strength of the Naval Reserve be correspondingly increased and vice 
versa.” Bureau’s Comment: Under study by Navy General Board. 

“That the relationship of the Naval Reserve to the Navy Department is com- 
parable to the relationship of the National Guard to the War Department, and 
that the administration of the Naval Reserve might be made along the same lines 
as the National Guard is now administered. It was recommended that study of 
this method of administration be made.” Bureau's Comment: Approved, except 
that the Bureau recognizes a difference in the degree to which the Army must 
depend upon the National Guard and the degree to which the Navy must depend 
upon the Naval Reserve in its mobilization for war. The recommended study will 
be made and effort made to bring about closer cooperation. 

“The conference requested that the Bureau of Navigation give consideration 
to the awarding to Naval Reservists.a suitable medal for service in the Naval 
Reserve.” Bureau’s Comment: The Bureau will make a study of this question. 





155 Gun, 8 Inch Howitzer Material—The firings of the 8 inch Howitzer mounted 
on the 8 inch Howitzer Carriage, T2, have been completed at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. The 155 mm Gun, T3, is now being mounted on this carriage for test.

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Canada’s New Shipping Bill 


(From the Marine Journal) 


In line with the general scheme of 
Empire Preference which has become an 
obsession throughout the British Em- 
pire, the Canadian Government proposes 
a new shipping bill with some very dras- 
tic provisions which will seriously affect 
trading with the United States. It is 
intended to give Canadian and British 
owners the same protection as American 
bottoms are given by the U. 8. Naviga- 
tion laws. The bill is analyzed in the 
columns of the Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce, in part, as follows: 

“Under the U. 8. statute it is illegal 
to carry grain from, say, Chicago to 
Fort Colborne, Ontario, unload it, and 
carry it to another United States port 
in a British ship. Under the Canadian 
law, as it stands, such a procedure is 
possible with Canadian grain, a discrim- 
ination to which there has been strong 
objection for a long time. 

“It actually happens that every season 
a very considerable quantity of Canadian 
grain from the prairies is carried from 
Fort Williams and Port Arthur in Unit- 
ed States ships, is unloaded at Port Col- 
borne into other United States ships of 
canal size and shipped to Montreal, So- 
rel and Quebec for export. 

“Heretofore a shipping corporation was 
considered to be British if it was incor- 
porated in a British country ; its vessels, 
therefore, could engage in the Canadian

zens. Many American firms got into the 
Canadian trade and qualified as British 
shippers by this simple expedient of in- 
corporating in Canada. The present Bill 
aims at ending this practice by stipulat- 
ing that 75 per cent of a company’s 
stock must be British-owned before it is 
considered a British corporation and en- 
titled to engage in the Canadian trade. 
Heavy penalties, including the confisca- 
tion of cargoes, are provided for any 
transgression of this provision. 

“Mr. Duranieau declares that there is 
no danger of rate increases under the 
Bill, as Canadian shipping companies 
have given assurances that the rates will 
not be raised. If, because of this legis- 
lation, the rates are made too high, the 
Minister has advised Parliament that 
the Government will interfere. There 
are 75,000 tons of Canadian shipping so 
engaged, and Mr. Duranleau believes 
that the competition between the com- 
panies will operate to keep rates down. 
The Government, he says, intends to pro- 
tect the shippers should there be an un- 
due elevation of rates. 

“This Bill is expected to pass its final 
stages through the Canadian Senate dur- 
ing the present session of Parliament, 
and to become operative in time to pro- 
tect the interests of British ships in 
the carrying trade of the Great Lakes 
in the present season. And, if expecta- 
tions are realized, there will be large 
shipments of Western Canadian grain 
between now and the close of navigation 
on the Lakes and the St. Lawrence 
waterway.”

Financial Digest 

There is, it would seem, greater rela- 
tive strength in the bond market than in 
the stock market even though the former 
has succumbed to comparative dullness. 
As has been the case for weeks, firm- 
ness and stability in the bond market is 
a factor of primary importance even 
though the effect for the present upon 
general sentiment appears on the surface 
negligible. The stock market, although 
the headway of last week has been lost, 
appears to be in a favorable technical 
condition. 

The adjournment of Congress and the 
absence of disturbing news from abroad, 
with particular reference to Lausanne, 
would not alter immediately domestic 
industrial and financial facts, but would 
perhaps have enough effect upon market 
sentiment to influence further irregular 
recovery from the low points of the first 
part of June. 

The restoration of confidence in a pe- 
riod like the present is inevitably a slow 
and dragging development and, in so far 
as securities are concerned, the first 
definite signs must appear, we should 
think, in the bond market. The perform- 
ance of the bond market the past three 
weeks has been encouraging rather than 
otherwise.

1 will be cancelled and the officers or- 
dered immediately to duty at some point 
within reasonable distance of their lo- 
cation at that time. Another complica- 
tion arises in the cases of officers due 
for retirement during the coming year 
who are at their homes using up their 
accumulated leave. Will they be or- 
dered back to active duty? It is sug- 
gested that there is ample authority of 
law to put them on duty “awaiting or- 
ders.” In many cases returning them 
to active duty at a post would involve 
considerable travel expenditure and 
could not be justified from an economy 
standpoint. 

Strictly interpreted, it is said at the 
Departments the law prohibits addi- 
tional pay to officers raised to general 
officership or to flag rank during the 
coming year.

any further action was up to the House. 

“The next move is theirs,” declared 
the Pennsylvanian. “The House has pro- 
posed a lot of legislation upon an ap- 
propriation bill, which the Senate turned 
down by a vote of 51 to 16. When we 
met the other day, the House conferees 
refused to budge one inch. So there was 
nothing further to say. 

“If they ask for another conference, 
we will be glad to meet and talk it over 
with them, but until then I am going to 
do nothing.” 

Representative Collins was equally as 
determined to wait for the Senate to 
make the next move. Asked when he 
was going to call another conference on 
the bill, Mr. Collins said: 

“Why that’s up to Senator Reed. It’s 
his place to ask for further conference, 
not mine. It is customary for the Sen- 
ate conferees to request a meeting.” 

Advised of Senator Reed’s stand, the 
House chairman declared : 

“Oh, he doesn’t mean that. He’s just 
stalling. After awhile, he'll call for a 
meeting and we can agree upon this bill 
in 30 minutes.” 

Asked if that meant he was willing to 
accept the Senate’s stand or was willing 
to compromise in the matter, Represen- 
tative Collins answered that he meant 
they could agree if the Senate gave in, 
and that he would not accept a com- 
promise in the matter of the 2,000 officer 
cut.

The limitation upon the amount of 
compensation which a retired officer em- 
ployed by the Government may receive 
was adopted, providing that if the total 
amount is more than $3,000 per year, 
the officer must elect to receive one or 
the other. The Senate conferees receded 
from the stand taken by the Senate, lim- 
iting the pay such an officer could re- 
ceive to the pay and allowances he was 
receiving before retirement. 

Thus the provision limiting retiring 
pay as agreed upon reads as follows: 

“(a) After the date of the enactment of 
this Act. no person holding a civilian office 
or position, appointive or elective, under the 
United States Government or the municipal 
government of the District of Columbia or 
under any corporation, the majority of the 
stock of which is owned by the United 
States, shall be entitled, during the period 
of such incumbency, to retired pay from the 
United States for or on account of services 
as a commissioned officer in any of the ser- 
vices mentioned in the Pay Adjustment Act 
of 1922 [U. 8. C., title 37], at a rate in 
excess of an amount which when combined 
with the annual rate of compensation from 
such civilian office or position, makes the 
total rate from both sources more than 
$3,000; and when the retired pay amounts 
to or exceeds the rate of $3,000 per annum 
such person shall be entitled to the pay of 
the civilian office or position or the retired 
pay, whichever he may elect. As used in 
this section, the term ‘retired pay’ shall be 
construed to include credits for all service 
that lawfully may enter into the computa- 
tion thereof. 

“(b) This section shall not apply to any 
person whose retired pay plus civilian pay 
amounts to less than $3,000: Provided, That 
this section shall not apply to regular or 
emergency commissioned officers retired for 
disability incurred in combat with an enemy 
of the United States.” 
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Neither the provision reducing the an- 
nual leave, after the next fiscal year, to 
15 days, nor the one allowing extra fur- 
loughs when necessary to keep within 
appropriations, were applied to the mili- 
tary services. 

Although the section of the bill setting 
up a “public works administration” was 
eliminated, the President is given au- 
thority to consolidate government agen- 
cies, subject to a 60 day veto by Con- 
gress. As this subject originated in the 
White House, early action to its crea- 
tion is expected. 

In addition to the authority to con- 
solidate agencies subject to provisions 
therein laid down, the following provi- 
sion was inserted: 

“That in order to expedite the merging of 
certain activities, the President is authorized 
and requested to proceed without the ap- 
plication of this section, with setting up 
eonsolidations of the following governmental 
activities: * * and to merge such ac- 
tivities, except those of a purely military 
nature, of the War and Navy Departments 
as, in his judgment, may be common te both 
and where the consolidation thereof in either 
one of the departments will effect economies 
in Federal expenditures.” 

Other provisions of the Economy Act 
authorize the President to disband the 
Philippine Scouts or to reduce the per- 
sonnel thereof at any time, restrict the 
amount which can be paid for the rental 
of government buildings, and to curtail 
the amount of money allotted to the gov- 
ernment departments for printing and 
paper, giving the Bureau of the Budget 
the authority to apportion these funds. 





Army Housing Approved 


Twenty-two million dollars for Army 
housing and Air Corps technical construc- 
tion was contained in the national emer- 
gency relief bill as it passed the Senate 
Thursday. 

The Senate, although substituting the 
provisions of the $2,300,000 Wagner bill 
for the Garner bill, inserted the Army 
housing bill, when Senator David A. 
Reed of Pennsylvania, offered it as an 
amendment on the floor. Although the 
other provisions of the relief bill will 
have to be thrashed out in conference 
between the two houses, the Army hous- 
ing program, is certain of adoption, as 
the House had previously approved it 
and so it is not in dispute. 

The text of the housing bill was pub- 
lished in full, in the Army aNpD Navy 
JOURNAL on June 4, 1932. 





Protests Transport Services 


Protest against the maintenance of the 
Army and Navy transports in competi- 
tion with commercial vessels was voiced 
before the House Special Committee in- 
vestigating Government competition with 
private industry on June 22, by Repre- 
sentative Will R. Wood of Indiana, rank- 
ing minority member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

“We are making large appropriations 
annually as subsidies for the merchant 
marine, and these Army and Navy trans- 
port services are in direct competition 
with commercial vessels, asserted the In- 
dianan, who earlier in the session, led 
the unsuccessful fight to abolish the 
transports. “This is an unjustifiable ex- 
pense to the Government.” 

Representative Wood also protested 
against the “manufacture” of automobile 
trucks at Camp Holabird, Md., which he 
said was harmful to private industry. 

Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, The Quar- 
termaster General of the Army, was 
asked to appear before the committee 
yesterday in connection with Post Ex- 
change and commissary activities. 

The special committee expects to con- 
clude hearings in Washington very short- 
ly and will meet in New York City next 
week. Some time next month the group 
will hold a meeting in Kansas City, Mo., 
to consider the protests against the op- 
eration of the post exchange at Ft. Leav- 
enworth. It is not expected that other 
Army posts will be visited, original plans 
for going to Ft. Sill having been can- 
celled. 

Further hearings will also be held in 
Washington, D. C., in the fall, when the 
War and Navy Departments will be 
asked to send representatives to testify. 

Representative Thatcher, of Kentucky, 
at a meeting of the committee June 20, 





urged that the Army and Navy procure 
some of its helium for use in airships 
from private industry rather than to 
take the entire supply from the Govern- 
ment plant. 





Honor General DeWitt 


Princeton University on June 21 hon- 
ored one of its distinguished alumnus 
when it confered the honorary degree of 
Master of Arts upon Maj. Gen. John L. 
DeWitt, The Quartermaster General of 
the Army. The citation with the degree 
pointed out that General DeWitt had 
left Princeton to enter the service during 
the Spanish American War, that he re- 
mained in the service passing through 
the grades to the rank of major general, 
and that he was commended by his com- 
mander in chief in France for his service 
as assistant chief of staff of the Ist 
Corps of the 1st Army.
